Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1946  upon  the  health 
|and  conditions  of  the  Urban  District  of  Uxbridge. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  contained  in  Ministry  of 
;  Health  circulars,  this  Report  has  been  restricted  to  essential  and 
; argent  matters,  and  is  to  be  regarded  as  an  Interim  Report  only. 
The  Report  this  year  has,  however,  been  extended  to  include  a 
classified  list  of  infectious  diseases  notified  and  tables  of  new  cases 
of  tuberculosis  and  deaths  from  that  disease. 

I  consider  that  the  health  of  the  Uxbridge  Urban  District 
is  very  satisfactory.  The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  for 
1946  is  19*63  while  the  Rate  for  Uxbridge  is  20*46  per  thousand. 
The  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  11*5  per  thousand  while 
this  year’s  Rate  for  Uxbridge  is  9*4. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  excellent  work  carried 
out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  Clerical  Staff,  especially  by 
Mr.  V.  E.  Baughan,  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  has  embodied 
in  this  Report  a  large  amount  of  detail  of  the  work  carried  out 
under  his  supervision.

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  has  decreased 
from  40  during  1945  to  29  during  the  year  under  review.  The 
rate  has  decreased  from  49-261  to  29-835  per  thousand  Live  Births. 


DEATHS. 

During  the  year  1942  there  were  five  deaths  from  diphtheria  ; 
since  that  year  there  has  been  only  one  death  from  the  disease, 
which  occurred  during  1946.  The  patient  in  this  instance  was  a 
woman,  aged  32  years,  in  whose  case  a  post-mortem  examination 
revealed  the  cause  of  death  to  be  acute  myocardial  failure  and 
faucial  and  pharyngeal  diphtheria.  I  am  pleased  to  say  there 
have  been  no  deaths  from  diphtheria  of  children  of  school  age  or 
under,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  this  is  due  to  the  continued  active 
immunisation  campaign. 

Tuberculosis  deaths  show  a  decrease  from  27  to  22  for  all  forms. 
The  Age  Periods  of  these  cases  are  shown  in  the  separate  Tuber¬ 
culosis  tables. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  were  no  deaths  from  puerperal 
sepsis,  but  there  were  two  deaths  from  other  maternal  causes 

during  the  year  under  review. 

■ 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  following  table  shows  the  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
notified.  No  disease  showed  epidemic  prevalence  during  the  year. 
There  was  a  notable  drop  in  the  number  of  cases  of  measles  and  the 
incidence  of  scarlet  fever  maintained  a  satisfactory  low  level  ; 
there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough 
notified,  but  the  figure  of  126  out  of  an  estimated  child  population 
of  11,290  (namely  under  15  years  of  age),  cannot  be  regarded  as 
abnormal. 

Two  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year.  These 
were  aged  8  and  10  years  respectively,  and  it  is  significant  that 
neither  of  these  children  had  been  immunised.  In  one  case  there 
were  no  contacts  under  fifteen  years  of  age,  while  two  contacts  of 
the  second  case,  who  were  of  school  age,  were  immunised  following 
diagnosis  of  the  case. 

I  regret  to  have  to  report  that  70  cases  of  pulmonary  tuber¬ 
culosis  were  notified  during  the  year  compared  with  67  in  1945, 
while  first  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  increased  from  10 
to  21.  The  increase  in  pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  due  to  final 
diagnosis  before  the  end  of  the  year  of  persons  attending  the  Mass 
X-Ray  Unit,  details  of  which  appear  in  a  later  part  of  this  Report

During  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Health,  through  the  Central 
Office  of  Information,  organised  a  nation-wide  immunisation  pub¬ 
licity  campaign.  Advantage  was  taken  of  this  and  full  publicity 
given  to  the  local  facilities  for  immunisation,  by  means  of  a  film 
trailer  and  slides  at  the  local  cinemas,  posters,  distribution  of 
handbills,  and  press  advertising.  With  the  exception  of  the  film 
trailer  all  arrangements  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment. 


SCABIES. 

As  stated  in  my  report  last  year,  the  Board  of  the  Joint  Isolation 
Hospital  started  a  Clinic  for  the  treatment  of  scabies,  with  the  help 
of  the  local  British  Red  Cross  and  St.  John  organisations.  This 
clinic  was  opened  in  May,  1946,  and  has  undoubtedly  provided  a 
very  useful  service,  particularly  in  respect  of  refractory  cases  or 
cases  of  persons  without  adequate  washing  facilities  in  their  homes. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  cases  undergoing 
treatment  during  the  year  under  review.  The  cases  referred  from 
the  Grange  Park  Clinic,  Hayes,  are  of  children  attending  schools 
in  the  Hayes  and  Harlington  Urban  District  but  who  are  resident 
within  the  Uxbridge  area.

Prompt  investigation  was  made  of  complaints  and  appropriate 
action  taken  where  necessary. 


PROVISION  OF  DUSTBINS. 

During  the  war  considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  in 
obtaining  adequate  supplies  of  sanitary  dustbins.  Arrangements 
were  made  with  the  Ministry  of  Supply  whereby  the  Council  was 
enabled  to  purchase  bulk  supplies  for  re-sale  to  the  public. 

This  scheme,  which  was  started  in  1941,  is  still  in  operation 
and  up  to  the  end  of  1946  1,296  dustbins  had  been  sold  to  the 
owners  of  dwelling  houses  and  business  premises.  In  each  case 
before  sales  are  authorised  the  premises  in  question  are  inspected 
and  the  need  for  a  sanitary  dustbin  confirmed. 


FACTORIES, 

During  the  year  139  visits  were  paid  to  factory  premises  in 
the  area,  and  the  principal  defects  observed  arose  from  failure  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Sanitary  Accommodation 
Regulations,  1938.  Written  notices  under  the  Factories  Act,  1937, 
were  served  in  respect  of  five  premises. 
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MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Wholesale  depots,  food  shops,  stalls,  slaughter-houses  and 
other  premises  where  food  is  prepared,  stored  or  sold,  have  been 
frequently  visited  and  the  foodstuffs  examined  ;  the  condition  of 
the  various  premises  has  been  found  generally  satisfactory. 

The  total  amount  of  unsound  food  surrendered  for  destruction 
during  the  year  was  6  tons,  6  cwts.,  57  lbs.,  which  was  dealt  with  in 
accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Salvage  Department  of 
the  Ministry  of  Food. 

During  the  year  108  pigs  were  slaughtered  under  licence  of  the 
Ministry  of  Food.  Four  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  peritonitis, 
(tuberculosis  of  the  peritoneum,  acute  urticaria  and  a  fevered 
condition  respectively.  In  all  cases  the  carcase  and  organs  were 
destroyed  ;  total  weight  600  lbs. 

There  is  continued  close  co-operation  between  the  Public 
;  Health  Department  and  the  Local  and  Divisional  Offices  of  the 
Ministry  of  Food. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  District  has  a  piped  supply  from  two  undertakings, 
namely,  that  of  the  Rickman sworth  and  Uxbridge  Valley  Water 
Co.  and  the  Council’s  own  undertaking.  The  total  supply  from 
the  two  undertakings  has  always  been  adequate  for  the  requirements 
of  the  District.  During  the  year  routine  samples  were  taken  from 
the  supplies  of  both  undertakings. 

In  the  Annual  Report  for  1945  a  detailed  account  was  given 
of  the  action  taken  following  the  detection  of  pollution  in  the  water 
from  the  bores  of  the  Council’s  undertaking,  in  November,  1945. 
Following  the  return  of  the  water  to  its  former  high  standard  of 
purity,  samples  of  raw  and  treated  water  were  taken  at  frequent 
intervals,  and  all  were  found  to  be  of  excellent  quality.  During 
the  year  38  samples  were  taken  from  the  bores  and  37  from  the 
mains  of  the  Council’s  undertaking. 

Thirteen  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  mains  of  the  Rick- 
mansworth  and  Uxbridge  Valley  Water  Co.  during  the  year  were 
found  to  be  consistently  of  a  high  standard  of  purity. 

Fourteen  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  deep  and  shallow 
wells  serving  commercial  premises  and  private  dwelling  houses  in 
the  area.  The  supply  from  three  of  these  wells  was  found  to  be 
unfit  for  human  consumption,  and  notices  were  served  requiring 
the  provision  of  adequate  and  wholesome  supplies  of  water  to 
these  premises.

Of  the  20  producers  three  are  licensed  by  the  Middlesex  County 
Council  to  produce  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  and  four  licensed  to 
produce  Accredited  milk. 

Fifteen  principal  and  three  supplementary  licences  were 
granted  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Orders  for  the  sale 
of  graded  milks.

From  the  foregoing  table  it  will  be  observed  that  of  a  total 
of  87  samples  only  13,  or  15%,  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 
This  figure  compares  very  favourably  with  that  for  1945  when 
36  samples  out  of  a  total  of  69,  namely,  52%,  failed  to  pass  the 
prescribed  tests. 

Of  the  13  failures  in  1946,  12  were  in  respect  of  graded  milks 
which  did  not  comply  with  the  coliform  standard,  and  1  which 
failed  to  pass  the  methylene  blue  test. 

Forty-two  samples  of  milk  supplied  under  the  “  Milk  in 
Schools  ”  scheme  were  examined  for  efficient  pasteurisation  and 
bacterial  purity.  With  one  exception  all  the  samples  taken 
passed  the  methylene  blue  and  phosphatase  tests.  This  is  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  satisfactory  and  compares  very  favourably  with  the 
previous  year,  when  26  samples  were  taken  from  this  source,  of 
which  9  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

As  in  previous  years  all  samples  of  milk  taken  were  submitted 
to  the  Gerber  test  in  the  laboratory  of  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  ;  all  samples  were  found  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations,  1939. 
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DISINFECTION. 

Eighty-one  disinfections  were  carried  out  following  the 
occurrence  of  infectious  disease. 


DISINFESTATION. 

During  the  year  fourteen  disinfestations  were  carried  out  at 
Lug-infested  Council  houses  and  private  dwellings. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Rodent  Control  Section  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  continued  to  operate,  and  works  of  disinfesta- 
rtion  were  carried  out  at  factories,  wholesale  food  depots,  business 
^premises  and  private  dwelling  houses.  Works  were  also  carried  out 
at  the  Council’s  refuse  tips,  depots  and  premises. 

The  initial  treatment  of  sewers  within  the  area  was  undertaken 
in  1944,  and  in  August,  1946,  the  first  maintenance  treatment  of 
‘the  sewers  in  the  town  area  of  Uxbridge  was  carried  out  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  arrangements  made  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of 
ilFood.  A  systematic  baiting  and  poisoning  campaign  took  place, 
and  extensive  test  baiting  was  also  carried  out  in  the  outer  districts, 
where  various  small  areas  of  infestation  were  detected  and  dealt 
1  with.  One  hundred  and  forty-two  manholes  were  baited,  in  41  of 
)  which  baits  were  taken  ;  the  total  estimated  kill  being  324  rats. 

The  second  maintenance  treatment  of  the  sewerage  system 
.  was  undertaken  in  December,  and  manholes  showing  the  presence 
of  rats  on  the  occasion  of  the  first  maintenance  treatment  were 
baited.  Forty-four  were  found  to  be  infested,  and  the  estimated 
kill  was  330  rats.
